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WEATHER FOR THE WEEK ENDING AUGUST 10, 1954 


A break in the heat wave in middle portions of the Country east of the 
Rocky Mountains, and moderate to heavy rainfall in an area extending 
from eastern Nebraska, Kansas, northern Oklahoma, and the northern 
portion of the Texas Panhandle eastward to the Atlantic Coast and 
thence northward through New England were the main features of last 
week's weather, The lower temperatures and much needed rains 
occurred as relatively cool, dry air extending acrcss the Canadian 
Border region at the beginning of the week moved slowly southward 

and eastward, reaching the Southern States over the week end. Through- 
out the week pleasant daytime temperatures in the 60's and 70's 
prevailed in northern areas, while hot, humid weather with maxima 

in the high 90's to over 100° continued in most sections of the Southern 
States, The temperature reached 97. 7° (a new August record) at Miami, 
Fla, on the 6th. 


Prior to the arrival of cooler air from the northern interior, maximum 
temperatures exceeded 100° in much of the central Great Plains and 
central Mississippi Valley. At Concordia, Kans., the temperature reached 
106° on the 3rd and 4th but only 89° on the 5th. At Omaha, Nebr., a 
maximum of 105° on the 4th was followed by only 81° on the 5th, and 
Goodland, Kans., had a maximum of 102° on the 4th and 80° on the 5th. 
In the east-central Great Plains and the Ohio and central Mississippi 
Valleys rainfall generally exceeding 2 inches was very beneficial in 
restoring soil moisture that had been depleted by the preceding spell 

of prolonged hot, dry weather, Although crops were improved, below 
average yields of most crops in this rainfall area are still expected. 
Good rains also fell in much of Florida, the upper Great Lakes region, 
southwestern New Mexico and eastern Arizona, and the northwestern 
portion of the Great Plains. Rainfall in the far West was limited to 
light amounts immediately west of the Continental Divide, except for 
the moderate to heavy amounts in New Mexico and Arizona and a few 
scattered heavy showers in Utah, -(Summary supplied by U. S. Weather 
Bureau).

CORN EARWORM (Heliothis armigera) - IDAHO - Five percent 

infested ears on canning corn in Jerome and Gooding Counties. (Douglass, 
July 31). UTAH - 25 percent infestations in Washington County, 80 
percent of sweet corn infested at Kanab. (Knowlton, Davis). COLORADO - 
Damage to sweet corn in northern counties and on Western Slope. 

(Colo. Ins, Det. Comm.). WYOMING - Severe damage to sweet corn 

in Goshen County. (Theiman). MINNESOTA - Appears‘ be abundant in 
sweet corn. (Minn. Ins, Rept. Serv. ). WISCONSIN - Very abundant in 
southern counties, damage to early sweet corn. (Chambers), ILLINOIS - 
Average of 6.6 larvae per 100 ears in Ogle County, 15 per 100 ears in 

Lee County. Field corn more heavily infested than for past several years. 
(Petty). FLORIDA - Two larvae per soybean plant in 20-acre field 

in north Gainesville. (Van Pelt}. MASSACHUSETTS - Egg-laying for 
second generation well underway in southeastern area. (Crop Pest 

Cont. Mess.). MARYLAND - From 8 - 24 percent of early sweet corn 
coming to cannery in Talbot County has injury, from 20 - 52 percent 

in Caroline County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept. ). 


CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema pulicaria) - ILLINOIS - Again 
appearing in numbers in corn fields. (Petty), NORTH CAROLINA - 
Observed in corn in Yancey County. (Kulash, Dillingham). 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - NORTH CAROLINA - 

_ Observed in many corn fields in western area but colonies scattered 
and damage very light. (Mitchell), KANSAS - Increasing on corn and 
sorghum in most areas. Injurious only locally. (Matthew). ARIZONA - 
Becoming abundant on grain sorghum in Salt River Valley. (Ariz. 
Coop. Rept. ). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - NORTH CAROLINA - In- 
festing corn and other crops in several counties. (Jones). SOUTH 
CAROLINA - Infesting corn in Barnwell area July 27. Millet and milo 
. severely damaged at Florence July 30. Also heavily infesting Bermuda 
_ grass near Hartsville. (Kirk, Woodle, Nettles). Continues abundant on 
grass at Charleston, seriously injuring late corn. (Reid). FLORIDA - 
Up to 30 per square yard of lawn grasses at Gainesville. (Kerr). 
TEXAS - Heavy local infestation on hegari in Dimmit County. Damage 
may not affect grain. (Richardson). 
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CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - KANSAS - Numerous in drying 
leaf sheaths of corn in southeastern area. From 60 - 120 mostly 
nymphs, per stalk some fields, (Matthew). 


CORN ROOTWORMS - OHIO - Adults of Diabrotica lomjicornis causing 
damage to silks of seed fields of dent corn at Marysville. (Neiswander). 
COLORADO - D. virgifera damaging sweet corn and other corn in 
Boulder and Larimer Counties. Especially noticeable where corn has 
followed corn. (Colo, Ins. Det. Comm.,). 


SAP BEETLES - UTAH - Heavily attacking sweet corn in Kanab and 
St. George areas, 80 - 100 percent infestation with many ears ruined 
at Kanab. (Knowlton, Davis, Hughes, Rose). MISSOURI - Carpophilus 
dimidiatus heavily injuring corn that has set ears in east central 
area, Several fields average 3 - 8 beetles per ear. (Kyd, Thomas). 


MITES - DELAWARE - Heavy on soybeans at many points, (Late News). 
COLORADO - Mite problem on corn continues serious, dry hot . 

weather favoring development, (Colo, Ins, Det. Comm.). UTAH - Severely 
attacking a few fields of corn at Manti and in Sanpete County. Potential 
outbreak in several fields at Ogden. (Knowlton). IDAHO - Heavy 
infestations in borders of some cornfields in Jerome and Gooding Counties, 
In southwestern area a few clover and bean fields have high populations; 
however, ‘Severe injury in only a very few fields. (Douglass). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - SOUTH 
CAROLINA - Attacking soybeans and cowpeas at Allendale. (Nettles, 
July 25). Damage to soybeans in Barnwell area.and to experimental 
plantings at Hartsville. (Watts, Neely). Some damage to sorghums in 
Florence and Darlington Counties, (Kirk, July 30). Moderate on yeung 
sorghum and lima beans at Charleston July 28. (Reid), ALABAMA - 
Considerable damage to peanuts in Monroe and Conecuh Counties, 
(Arant), ARIZONA - Continues to reduce stand of recently-planted 
grain sorghum in Maricopa County. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


ARMYWORMS - MAINE - Armyworms, probably Pseudaletia unipuncta, 
causing local heavy damage to oats in Presque Isle vicinity. (Shands, 
July 31). VERMONT - Heavy infestation of P. unipuncta in all sections 
of State. Heaviest damage generally in Champlain Valley. Large losses 
in grass, second cutting, and some losses in corn, oats and millet. 
(Scott), RHODE ISLAND - No new outbreaks, Infestations reported 
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as probably P. unipuncta last week have been identified as this species, 
The cutworms reported previously as infesting a farm in Washington 
County (see CEIR, Vol. 4, No. 30, page 695) have been identified also 
as P. unipuncta, Fifty percent of larvae in infestations in Hopkinton 
parasitized, (Hyland). MASSACHUSETTS - Perhaps outstanding pest 

in State last two weeks, Swept through large acreages in many points in 
eastern area, especially Plymouth, Essex and Bristol Counties, Severe 
damage locally elsewhere. Evidence of parasitism and considerable wilt 
disease (Bourne), MARYLAND - Reported from 7 farms, Garrett 
County. Damaging corn, oats and grass. First discovered July 26. 

(U, Md., Ent. Dept.). PENNSYLVANIA - Three to 10 percent damage in 
severa) fields of oats and considerable pasture temporarily denuded 
Somerset County, Some spraying. (Udine), Similar damage in northern 
area, about 1,000 acres sprayed, (Gesell), SOUTH CAROLINA - 
Damaging pastures in Dorchester and Orangeburg Counties. (Keil). 
NEW YORK - Twenty-five percent pupated in Ithaca area August 7. 
Heavy parasitism by Apanteles militaris, In many areas population 
mixed with variegated cutworm (Peridroma margaritosa), (Gyrisco), 
ARKANSAS - Adults of P. unipuncta increasing at light trap in Lincoln 
County, 5 - 40 per night, (Warren, Barnes), MICHIGAN - Infestations 
continue spotted with new infestations reported from Trenary and 

‘Sault Ste, Marie. This about completes picture of spotted infestations 
over entire State, (Hutson), WISCONSIN - P. unipuncta has apparently 
been completely brought under control by natural enemies. Very little 
actual damage in comparison with other years. (Chambers, July 31). 
MINNESOTA - Pupation of BP. unipuncta almost complete, even in 
northwest, Heavy moth flights expected in west central counties during 
week ending August 13. Most susceptible crops will be out of danger by 
time another generation of larvae can develop. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv. ). 
WYOMING - Local infestations of P. unipuncta in Johnson, Platte and 
Carbon Counties. Damage to oats, barley, mixed hay. (Poyner, Cavin), 
COLORADO - Reports of severe infestation damaging irrigated pastures, 
barley and oats in LaPlata, Archuleta, Chaffee, Fremont, Boulder, 
Weld and Adams Counties and the San Luis Valley. (Colo. Ins. Det. Comm.). 
NEW MEXICO - Continue to excite considerable comment throughout 
State with 4,000 acres infested around Espanola, Rio Arriba County. 
(Dobson, July 31). ARIZONA - P. unipuncta and fall armyworm 
(Laphygma frugiperda) in mixed infestation on young leaves of Sudan 
grass at Safford; infestation moderate, (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 

‘MONTANA - Heavy local infestations of P, unipuncta in Big Horn, 
Rosebud, and Prairie Counties. Damage mostly in small grains but 
some damage in corn, alfalfa and sugar beets. (Roemhild, August 1), 
South Dakota - Moths numerous at Brookings. (Spawn, Lofgren). 
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ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias eurytheme philodice) - ARIZONA - 
Two to 7 per sweep in alfalfa in areas of Maricopa County. Large 
numbers, 200 per 100 sweeps, in one field near Roll, (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - MONTANA - Reports indicate 
this pest continually expanding range and causing damage over ever- 
widening area. (Roemhild). 


GARDEN WEBWORM (Loxostege similalis) - MONTANA - Two severe 
local infestations in alfalfa along Yellowstone River. (Roemhild). 
MINNESOTA - Adults numerous July 29 - 31 at St, Paul. Larvae on 
tobacco and alfalfa in Fillmore County and on alfalfa in Sherburne 
County. (Minn, Ins, Rept. Serv. ). MISSOURI - Adults extremely 
numerous, especially in central counties with several alfalfa and so ybean 
fields having 8 - 12 moths per square yard. Very few larvae on alfalfa. 
.(Kyd, Thomas). KANSAS - Moderate to heavy infestations continue in 
many alfalfa fields of northern and eastern areas. Few moths observed. 
From 20 - 90 percent of budding tips webbed. (Matthew). ARKANSAS - 
Locally heavy over entire State. Damage to alfalfa, soybeans, and 
cowpeas severe in some fields with total loss of foliage some instances, 
Counts per soybean leaf average about 3 per leaf. (Warren, Barnes). 
MISSISSIPPI - Have destroyed 4 acres of alfalfa in Prentiss County. 
(Cochran). ILLINOIS - About same as last week; 2 larvae per sweep 

in northwest area, 13.6 in west southwest. (Petty). 


AIFALFA WEBWORM (Loxostege commixtalis) - TEXAS - Heavy local 
infestation on alfalfa in Travis County. Population heavier than last week. 
(Cook, Davis). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) -ILLINOIS - Average of 23 
nymphs per sweep in northeast, 18.5 in west southwest. From 5.9 to 
9,5 adults per sweep in northwest and northeast areas. (Petty). 
MARYLAND - Abundant in alfalfa in Baltimore County where cutting 
delayed. Yellowing conspicuous. (U. Md., Ent. Dept. ). 


CLOVER ROOT BORER (Hylastinus obscurus) - ILLINOIS - Reported 
damaging 400 acres of clover in northern Iroquois County. (Petty). 


CUTWORMS - UTAH - Numerous in some fields of alfalfa around Kanab. 
(Knowlton, Davis). NEW MEXICO - Infesting lawns throughout State, 
causing home owners considerable concern. (Dobson; July 31). 
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APHIDS - MINNESOTA - Aphids, probably Macrosiphum granarium, 
damaging wheat in Kittson and Polk Counties. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv. ). 
UTAH - Macrosiphum pisi numerous in some alfalfa fields. (Knowlton). 
TEXAS - Anuraphis bakeri heavy widespread on alfalfa in Bailey 
County. Cutting hay does not seem to reduce population. (Berger). 
NEW MEXICO - Still heavy on alfalfa in Dona Ana and Otero Counties, 
(Dobson, July 31). 


YELLOW STRIPED ARMYWORM - UTAH - Appearing in injurious 
numbers in alfalfa, sugar beets and gardens in-a few areas. (Knowlton). 
ARIZONA - Five larvae of Prodenia ornithogalli per sweep in one 
alfalfa field near Tempe. (Ariz. Coop, Rept.). DELAWARE - ©. 

P. _ornithogalli numerous in alfalfa at Bridgevile. (Late News). 


WESTERN SPOTTED CTJCUMBER BEETLE (Diabrotica undecipunctata) - 
OREGON - Averaging 14 per 10 sweeps in red clover and 3 - 4 on alfalfa 
in Willamette Valley, July 23. (Roth). 


A WEEVIL (Calomycterus setarius) - ILLINOIS - Collected field of 
mixed clover, alfalfa and grass near Rockford, Winnebago County. 
Averaged 0. 7 weevil per sweep. This is the first record of this 
insect on these plants in Tlinois; however, it has been collected at 
Arlington Heights, Cook County, in 1940, 1942, 1952, on rose, maple, 
marigolds and some other plants, (Petty). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - 
TEXAS - Heavy local infestation in alfalfa in Travis County. Killing 
large spots in one field. (Cook, Davis). ARIZONA - Abundant on seed 
alfalfa at Safford, up to 15 per sweep; abundant in most alfalfa in 
western part of Salt River Valley, 3 - 14 per sweep; up to15 - 20 per 
100 sweeps around Yuma. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


SAY STINK BUG (Chlorochroa sayi) - ARIZONA - Adults very numerous > 
on seed alfalfa in Graham County, up to 10 per sweep. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


PEA LEAF WEEVIL (Sitona lineata) -OREGON - First specimen taken 
on red clover in Yamhill County indicating southward spread of 2d 
miles. (Roth, July. 23). 


MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus leucophthalmus) - OREGON - Four 
per 10 sweeps in red clover and 5 - 6 in alfalfa in Willamette Valley, 
July 23, (Roth). 
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LYGUS BUGS-- UTAH - Above normal in many parts cf State, some 
 stripping.of seed alfalfa. (Knowlton), ARIZ. -L. hesperus numerous on 
atralka via Mesa J. c 2. nas Se 

SOD WEBWORMS - OKLAHOMA - Considerable damage ts lawns in 
northwest part of Oklahoma City. Spraying underway. (Bower). 
FLORIDA - Pachyzancla phaeopteralis average 10 larvae per square 
foot of St. Augustine grass at one location in Miami. (Link). Twelve 
per square foot of centipede grass at Bartow. About 4, 000 feet of turf 
affected, (Haddox), 


SUGARCANE SCALE (Targionia-sacchari) - FLORIDA - Seven to 10 
adults per square foot on grasses in a few locations in Miami. (Link). 


LEAFHOPPERS - WYOMING - Of concern on meadow lands in Park 
County. (Poyner), ARIZONA - Aceratagallia curvata abundant in 
Bermuda grass seed fields at Roll, Yuma County; 5 - 6 per 100 sweeps, 
(Ariz, Coop. Rept. ). 


A CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus insularis) - FLORIDA - Thirty 
to 50 and higher per square foot of St. Augustine grass in Alachua 
County. Beginning to cause severe damage. (Kerr). 


BLISTER BEETLES - MONTANA - Lytta nuttalli present in greater 
numbers than usual, especially over eastern area in alfalfa and gardens, 
(Roemhild, August 1). MISSOURI - Continue to cause widely-spotted but 
occasionally heavy localized damage to soybeans. Mainly Epicauta sp, 
(Kyd, Thomas), MISSISSIPPI - Epicauta sp. causing serious damage to 
soybeans in Kemper County. (Hutchins), FLORIDA - Epicauta sp. 
average two to three adults per soybean plant around edges of field 

at Brooker, (Hunter). Two percent of plants in 10-acre field of millet 

at Alachua infested with Epicauta strigosa. (Van Pelt), 


VELVETBEAN CATERPILLAR (Anticarsia gemmatilis) - FLORIDA - 
Six larvae per velvetbean plant in Gadsden County. (May). Heavy 
infestation in l0-acre soybean field in Levy County. (Brogdon, July 22). 


RED-NECKED PEANUTWORM (Stegasta bosguella) - ALABAMA - 
Damage to peanuts in southern area, (Arant). 
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FRUIT INSECTE. 


ORCHARD MITES - RHODE ISLAND - Metatetranychus ulmi_ severely 
infesting apple orchard in Greenville, Providence County. Only in areas 
not receiving full complement of insecticides are mites extremely 
abundant, (Hyland). MASSACHUSETTS - Two-spotted mite generally 
severe, European red mite of concern where early-season controls 
omitted. (Bourne), NEW YORK - Two-spotted spider mite increasing 
in Orleans County. (West), And in orchards not under strict control 

in Monroe County. (Corey). Severe in a few orchards in Wayne County. 
(Small). WEST VIRGINIA - European red mite populations generally 
high but tending to decrease in Kearneysville area. Tetranychus spp. 
much below normal for season. (Hamstead), KENTUCKY - Tetranych .; 
spp. high in central orchards, European red mite low in comparison. 
(Rodriguez), NORTH CAROLINA - T. bimaculatus causing severe 
injury to foliage of apple in one orchard in Wilkes County, slight in 

one orchard in Henderson County. T, shoenei usually present in 
unsprayed apple orchards, in association with predators, in Wilkes 
County. (Farrier), INDIANA - Populations seem to be building up in 
some northern orchards, though mites have been under good control 

in this area, Excessive bronzing and high populations of Tetranychus spp. 
in Sullivan area and in some orchards in Vincennes area. (Hamilton). 
Rains reduced populations over 78 percent on apples and peaches in 
Orleans. area. (Marshall), UTAH - Spider mites have been below 
average, eriophyids about average on fruit. (Knowlton). MONTANA - 
One report of heavy infestation of pear leaf blister mite in small 

pear orchard in Lake County. Cherry rust mite (Phyllocoptes sp. ) 
extra heavy in cherry producing region of Flathead Lake. (Roemhild). 


CODLING MOTH (Carpocapsa pomonella) - MASSACHUSETTS - Light 
generally, locaily heavy some orchards. (Bourne). NEW YORK - Second- 
brood activity picked up sharply in western area. (Glass), NEW JERSEY - 
Second -brood activity continues. (Farley), WEST VIRGINIA - Second 
brood generally light in Kearneysville area. (Hamstead), INDIANA - 
Contrary to early expectations, infestations generally high in Vincennes 
area, Heavy activity during late June by late first brood moth, combined 
with second-brood injury which has been extremely high, probably 
because of hot dry weather, resulted in considerable injury. Injury 

may be greater than in 1953 and is definitely higher in northern area than 
for past few years. (Hamilton).

APPLE MAGGOT (Rhagoletis pomonella) - MINNESOTA - Flies 
continue to emerge in all orchard areas. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv. ). 


PEAR-SLUG (Caliroa cerasi) - IDAHO - Continues to cause damage in 
untreated orchards. (Walz, July 31). ~~ 


PEAR PSYLLA (Psylla pyricola) - NEW YORK - Building up considerably 
in Wayne County. (Small). 


BUD MOTHS - MASSACHUSETTS - More general than usual. Have been 
severe in a few orchards. (Bourne). 


APHIDS - MASSACHUSETTS - Have been abundant and widespread all 
' season. (Bourne), 


FLEA BEETLES - KANSAS - Numerous flea beetles (Haltica spp. ) 
causing serious leaf destruction to seedling apples in some nurseries 
in Shawnee County, (Brady, Lawson). 


FLATHEADED APPLE TREE BORER (Chrysobothris femorata) - 
MICHIGAN - Considerable trouble in newly-set orchards about Lennon, 
(Hutson). 


CHERRY CASEBEARER (Coleophora pruniella) - OREGON - Two 
orchards in Eugene area badly infested, Adults emerging July 15. 
(Jones), 


EIGHT -SPOTTED FORESTER (Alypia octomaculata) - MICHIGAN - 
Larvae being reported from grapes at Port Huron, Marysville and 
Algonac, (Hutson, July 26). 


A LEAF ROLLER (Platynota flavedana) - ILLINOIS - Much lighter on 
peach in southern area than at same time in 1953. (Chandler). 


FILBERTWORM (Melissopus latiferreanus) -OREGON - Adult emergence 
reached peak July 31 to August 3. (Every). 


GRAPE LEAF FOLDER (Desmia funeralis) - TEXAS - Heavy local 
infestation on grapes in Dimmit County, (Richardson). 


CRANBERRY FRUITWORM (Mineola vaccinii) - WISCONSIN - Very 
abundant in several cranberry bogs in northern area. (Chambers, July 31). 
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WALNUT CATERPILLAR (Datana integerrima) - MISSOURI - Five 
to 10 percent of walnut trees in southwest area from 50-100 percent 
‘.defoliated, Most larvae full grown, some pupation. (Kyd, Thomas). 


TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


VARIEGATED CUTWORM (Peridroma margaritosa) - OHIO - Heavy 
damage to commercial plantings of tomatoes in Lucas and Portage 
Counties. Fruits being attaeked. (Parks), MICHIGAN - This species 
accompanies most infestations of armyworm and is causing trouble 
in tomato-growing district around Adrian, Dundee and Riga, (Hutson), 
PENNSYLVANIA - Attacking geranium and tomato fruits in Erie, 
Somerset and Blair Counties. Considerable damage to commercial 
plantings in Blair County. (Adams, Udine). 


TOMATO RUSSET MITE (Vasates lycopersici) - DELAWARE -First 
infestations this season at St. Georges and Bethel. Also reported 
from Summit Bridge and Hartly. (Late News). MARYLAND - Heavy 
infestation in Caroline County. Also reported from Worcester and 
Carroll Counties. Found in Wicomico County August 9. (U. Md., Ent. 
Dept. ). 


TOMATO FRUITWORM (Heliothis armigera) - COLO. damaging: tomatoes in 
Arkansas Valley. (Colo.Ins, Det. Comm.). 


STALK BORER (Papaipema nebris) - RHODE ISLAND - Continues 
active in widely scattered areas, Reported from tomatoes in Newport 
County. (Hyland).

POTATO FLEA BEETLE (Epitrix cucumeris) - MAINE - First summer 
brood adults appearing on potatoes in small numbers at Castle Hill 
July 31. (Shands). R. I. - Continues in some South Kingstown fields. (Hyland). 


COLORADO POTATO BEETLE (Leptinotarsa decemlineata) - DELAWARE- 
Severe on tomatoes at Milford, (Late News), MONTANA - Heavier than 


usual infestations in potato-growing area in Gallatin County, (Roemhild). 
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POTATO PSYLLID (Paratrioza cockerelli) - COLORADO - Many 
jarden potatoes and tomatoes showing severe psyllid yellow in 
northern area, especially in foothills areas. General distribution in 
San Luis Valley, 20 adults per 100 sweeps. (Colo. Ins. Det. Comm,). 


SPIDER MITES - NEW YORK - Found in several melon fields in 
Albany area. (Kriner). DELAWARE - Strawberry spider mite causing 
damage to large acreage of lima beans near Felton. (Late News). 
MARYLAND - Infesting tomatoes in Baltimore County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept). 
MONTANA - Much damage on raspberries in central and western areas. 
(Roemhild). 


ONION THRIPS (Thrips tabaci) - UTAH - Moderate damage to onions 
in Weber, Davis, Box Elder, Millard and Cache Counties.

BLISTER BEETLES - WISCONSIN - Very abundant in Jefferson, Dodge, 
and Waukesha. (Chambers, July 31). MARYLAND - Heavy damage to 
tomatoes in home gardens in Allegany and Baltimore Counties. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept. ). 


STRAWBERRY ROOT WEEVILS (Brachyrhinus spp.) - UTAH - 
Substantial damage to strawberry plantings in many counties. (Knowlton), 
RHODE ISLAND - B._ovatus adults abundant in areas in Providence and 
Kent Counties. Most cases invading homes. (Hyland). 


THRIPS - MINNESOTA - Thrips, prob. Taenothrips simplex, heavy on 
large planting of strawberries at Becker. Condition about general in 
commercial plantings. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv. ). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - WYOMING - Damage to peas grown 
for seed in Fremont and Park Counties. Insecticides applied. (Poyner).

Of 1,275 fields inspected in 15 counties 958, or 75 percent, infested 
at rate of 8,5 percent against 8.1 last week and 11. 8 last year. In-

No punctured squares in two percent of fields, 
(Gaines et al)* ARKANSAS - In general activity continues light with 
some fields showing increases over last week. Of 2, 327 fields scouted 
this week, 1,379 found infested. .. - Number of infestations 
increased sharply in northeastern counties but level of infestation 
continued low. All fields, particularly young cotton, should be 
watched. (Warren, Barnes). OKLAHOMA - Infestation probably lightest 

Since 1936. Of 176 fields examined only 10 fields showed an infestation 
of 10 percent or above. In eastern areas indication of light boll weevil 
migration beginning. (Stiles). TEXAS - Continued to decrease with 
injurious infestations in very few fields in central, east, north central 
and northeast areas. Some late fruiting fields in south central and 
upper coastal areas in need of control. Average of 5 percent punc- 
tured squares in 119 treated fields (includes both early and late treated 
fields) and 6 percent punctured squares in 135 untreated fields.

Of 2327 fields 
examined, 1379 found infested. (Warren, Barnes). TENNESSEE - Found 
in most fields checked but infestations did not exceed 3 percent. Heavier 
in McNairy and Hardeman Counties than others surveyed. (Locke), 
TEXAS-Injurious infestations in scattered succulent fields in eastern 
third of State.

PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella)- TEXAS - Bloom 
inspections completed in several west central and south plains counties. 
Comparisons for 1954 and 1958, on - larvae per 100, 000 blooms basis 
were as follows: Tom Green 136 and 55, Sterling 46 and 1418, Glasscock 
46 and 325, Howard 50 and 461 and Irion 60 and 14. Gin trash inspections 
completed in Lower Rio Grande Valley counties and comparisons for 
1954 and 1953 on a larva per bushel basis were as follows: Cameron 

874 and 978, Hidalgo 906 and 938, Starr 1094 and 94, and Willacy 217 

and 92, (Parencia et al). Degree of infestation is still low compared with 
average of recent years in these latter counties and as of July 31 there 
has been no report of commercial damage.

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COTTON STAINER (Dysdercus suturellus) - FLORIDA - In all stages 
averaged several per cotton plant at Vero Beach. (Burnett). 


COTTON APHID (Aphis gossypii). - ARKANSAS - Still light with 73 

or 3 percent of fields scouted showing infestations. (Warren, Barnes), 
TEXAS - Light but damaging one field in Van Zandt County, (Parencia 
et al).

3 to 7, Maricopa County 2.6 to 14.6 with high counts near Glendale, 
Pinal County 5 to 18 in Eloy area, and Graham County high of 11 in 
one field, One of the predominant pests in Pima County, but in small 
numbers in Cochise County. Control necessary in Maricopa County. 
(Ariz. Coop. Rept, July 31).N. M. - Controls still needed. (Diobson), 


STINK BUGS. - ARIZONA - In small numbers in many cotton fields in 
Pima County; severe in San Simon area of Cochise County, an average 
of 6 Chlorochroa sayi per 100 sweeps. Reported high C. sayi_ infesta- 
tion in Franklin area of Greenlee County. A slight increase noted in 
Buckeye area of Maricopa County, (Ariz. Coop. Rept., July 31). 

NEW MEXICO - Infestations in various sections of State. Mesilla-Rincon 
valleys especially hard hit,(Dobson, July 31). 


A BROWN COTTON LEAFWORM - TEXAS - Reinfestations occurring in 
some fields of south central area. (Parencia et al).

GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) - MASSACHUSETTS - Some defoliation 
jn Worcester County and in local areas in Berkshire County. (Bourne). 


SMALLER EUROPEAN BARK BEETLE (Scolytus multistriatus) - 
DELAWARE - Heavy infestation south of Smyrna. (Late News). 


RED-HEADED PINE SAWFLY (Neodiprion lecontei) - WISCONSIN - 
Infestations lighter than usual, but reported on jack and Norway pine 
in several central counties. (Chambers, July 3). 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - MASSACHUSETTS - 
Locally severe, especially eastern area, but not as serious as usual 

in other areas, (Bourne), KENTUCKY - Very destructive in bluegrass 
area, especially on Chinese elms. (Price). IDAHO - Heavy damage, 
complete defoliation of elms, in southwestern area where controls not 
applied earlier. (Walz, July 31). 


LARCH SAWFLY (Pristiphora erichsonii) - WISCONSIN - Complete 
defoliations of numerous large stands in north central area. (Chambers, 
July 31). 


SARATOGA SPITTLEBU'G(Aphrophora saratogensis) - WISCONSIN - 
Heavy infestations on Norway and jack pine plantations in Marinette, 
Sawyer, Langlade and Vilas Counties. (Chambers, July 31). 
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YELLOW-NECKED CATERPILLAR (Datana ministra) - ILLINOIS - 
Abundant on many trees. (Petty). 


A JACK PINE BUDWORM (Choristoneura pinus) - WISCONSIN - 
Heavy infestation reported in Marinette, Douglas and Washburn 
Counties: (Chambers, July 31). 


TENT CATERPILLARS (Malacosoma spp.) - OREGON - Egg masses 
appearing in Portland latter part of July. (Every). 


BOXELDER APHID (Periphyllus negundinis) - UTAH - Moderately to 
severely abundant in local areas, (Knowlton). 


~ POPLAR AND WILLOW BORER (Cryptorhynchus lapathi) - MICHIGAN - 
Abundant on pussy and weeping willows in several areas. (Hutson, July 26). 


ELM-COCKSCOMB GALL (Colopha ulmicola) - MICHIGAN - Readily 
found‘in street trees at Utica, Richmond, Pontiac and Rochester. (Hutson), 
TEXAS - Medium local infestation on elms Guadalupe County. (New). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popilla japonica) - MASSACHUSETTS - Very 
abundant on outer margins of infested area, not quite as numerous in 
earlier established areas. (Bourne). NORTH CAROLINA - Much 
damage to grapes and ornamentals in Beaufort, Duplin, Guilford, 
McDowell and Transylvania Counties. (J ones). 


GLADIOLUS THRIPS (Taeniothrips simplex) _ WISCONSIN - Very 
abundant in southern area. (Chambers, July 31). 


SPIDER MITES ~ MISSISSIPPI - Heavy on flowering plants in Tate 
County. (Hutchins), NORTH CAROLINA- Simplinychus buxi_ causing 
discoloration and shedding of leaves of boxwood in Waynesville. 
(Farrier). MONTANA - Heavy infestations on spruce and, in one 
case, Juniperus in central and south central areas. (Roemhild). 


BAGWORM (Thyridopteryx ephemeraeformis) - KANSAS - Continues. to 
be of concern to growers of shade and ornamental trees in northeastern 
area. Additional injurious infestations found in. Clay, -Riley and Shawnee 
Counties, Serious injury to unsprayed evergreens in some areas of 
these counties. (Brady, Lawson). MARYLAND - Heavy on arborvitae

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HACKBERRY NIPPLE GALL (Pachypsyla celtidis- mamma) - 


RHODE ISLAND - Abundant locally in Warwick area. (Mathewson). 


COOLEY SPRUCE GALL APHID (Chermes cooleyi) - MONTANA - 
Abundant in all parts of State, (Roemhild). 


EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia) -IDAHO - Causing 
damage in many flower and vegetable gardens in southwestern counties. 
Also numbers in many canning corn fields on young leaves and silks. 
Some damage to ripe apricots. (Walz, July 31). UTAH - Continues to 
demand attention over much of State. Problem increasing about auto 
courts in Kanab area. (Knowlton, Rose). MONTANA - Occurring in 
many gardens and ornamentals in western and southern counties. 
(Roemhild). 


ROSE CURCULIO (Rhynchites bicolor) - MONTANA - Local severe 
damage in Sweet Grass, Lake and Gallatin Counties. (Roemhild). 


MIMOSA WEBWORM (Homadaula albizziae) - DELAWARE - Heavy 
damage to mimosa trees in western Sussex County. (Late News).

FIELD CRICKET (Acheta assimilis)- ARIZONA - Very numerous at lights 
in Yuma area. Considerable annoyance. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


RED HARVESTER ANT (Pogonomyrmex barbatus) - OKLAHOMA - 
Reproductives swarmed in large numbers over extended portion of 
State August 2, (Howell). 


RECENT IMPORTANT INTERCEPTIONS AT PORTS OF ENTRY 


A shipment of lentils intercepted in baggage from Italy at New York, N. Y. 
recently was found to be infested with three species of bruchids, Bruchus 
lentis (Froh.), B. ervi Froel. and B. signaticornis Gyll. (Delgado, 
Sargent). Bruchus lentis, the so-called lentil weevil, is an important 
pest of lentils in Northern Africa, Central and Southern Europe, the 

Near East and Caucasia. B. ervi, a minor pest compared tolentis, 
causes some economic injury to lentils, vetches, lima beans and 

Sweet peas. It occurs throughout Central and Southern Europe. 

B. signaticornis, said to be common in lentil fields causing consideranle 
damage to the crop, also infests hard vetch and mesquite. It occurs . 

in Central and Southern Europe, Northern Africa and the Near East, Other 
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recent bruchid interceptions include another record of B. lentis 

in cargo from Lebanon at Charleston, S. C. (Daley), B. dentipes 
Baudi in broad bean and B. tristis Boh. in grass pea (Lathyrus sativus) 
from Italy in saggage at New York. (Amyx, Roundabush, Uttal. ) 

B. dentipes, injurious to broad bean, also attacks vetch. B. tristis 
infests broad bean,;.vetch, peas,. and lupines. None of these bruchids 
are known to occur in the United States. 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 


GOATWEED BEETLES (Chrysomela spp.) - OREGON- Continue to 
increase, eliminating goatweed from thousands of acres in southern 
area. Also observed at higher elevations in Umatilla County where several 
large areas of goatweed completely killed out. Colonies released in 
Willamette Valley have increased. (Roth). 


ADDITIONAL NOTES 


LOUISIANA - Activity of VELVET BEAN CATERPILLAR continues 
very light in St. Martin, St. Mary and Iberia Parishes. (Burns). Two 
larvae of ARMYWORM (Pseudaletia unipuncta) found on foxtail grass 
in East Baton Rouge Parish. (Roussel). GRAPE COLASPIS ragging 

- foliage of okra in St. Mary Parish. (Burns). Increase in numbers of 
SUGARCANE BORER moths at light trap in St. Mary Parish,indcating 
third generation moths active in the area. (Burns). One lot of potatoes 
(8,000 pounds) in storage at Baker, East Baton Rouge Parish severely 
infested by POTATO TUBERWORM. (Street). 


WISCONSIN - GRASSHOPPERS continue to build up over most of State 
and crop damage becoming more serious with control activities not 
keeping pace with infestations. ARMYWORM (P. unipuncta) outbreaks 
still continue in extreme northern part of State where as many as 25 

per square yard observed in one 85-acre field of oats in Langlade County, 
All seeding and oat leaves stripped but 60 percent worms parasitized. Some 
large fields being treated in Langlade County, but crops being within 

few days of harvest and worms heavily parasitized,control measures 
hardly seemed justified. Heavy moth flights in parts of Rock, Walworth 
and Dane Counties. BLACK BLISTER BEETLE was very abundant in 
alfalfa hay fields in southern Wisconsin, and are observed seriously 
damaging garden crops. IMPORTED CABBAGEWORM adults heavy in 
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clover and alfalfa in many southern sections, Damage to cabbage 
heavier than usual. KUROPEAN PINE SHOOT MOTH very abundant in 
nursery and park plantings of pine along Lake Michigan from Racine to 
Sheboygan. GLADIOLUS THRIPS and APHIDS more abundant and 
destructive than usual in southern Wisconsin. SQUASH VINE BORER 
much more destructive than usual all over State. WHITE-MARKED 
TUSSOCK MOTH abundant in Milwaukee County. CARPENTER ANTS 
very troublesome over much of State. CORN EARWORM very abundant 
over much of sweet corn growing area, (Chambers, August 7). 
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
